first of the family to settle in America, 
did most of his traveling by foot, bu t 
the president motored arou nd on his 
visiting trip to the other Tafts in one 
of the White Hou se cars. 
Governor 
Draper of Massachu setts. Secretary 
Norton and Captain A. W. Bu tt went 
with him from the governor’s home 
near Peepdale, where they had been 
overnight gu ests. 
In addition to find­ 
ing lots of big and little Tafts and 
talking 
with 
them, 
the 
president 
learned from Mercu s Aldrich, a resi­ 
dent of Mendon, where R obed Taft, 
the flr6t, settled, that he and the sen­ 
ator from Rhode Island are related. 
Secretary Norton discovered that he 
was kin with the president throu gh 
Roger Williams, and Governor Draper, 
not to be left ou t of the u nion, got the 
historian to show that he was a dis­ 
tant connection of the president and 
Senator Aldrich both. - 
These ties 
were figu red ou t throu gh George M. 
Aldrich, who settled near Mendon in 
1668. 
The Tafts and the Aldriches 
and the rest intermarried. 
The president met probably fifty 
Tafts. 
One was only two weeks old 
and another boasted of more than 
seventy y ears. 
The baby was named 
by the president. 
He called it Robert 
after his eldest son. The baby belongs 
to Clarence Taft of Mendon. a twen­

Near Uxbridge he stopped at an inn 
which S. Taft u sed to ru n for the trav­ 
elers hack in 1776. They showed him 
a sign with S. Taft's na%e, the y ear 
1776 and an American eagle all depict­ 
ed on it in faded characters.

Sarah Taft, who lives there now, 
showed the president the room where 
General 
George 
Washington 
slept. 
There was the u su al fou r-post bed 
with a canopy which had not been dis­ 
tu rbed since W ashington’s time. Miss 
Sarah Taft told the president the inn 
ghost story , which had in it a whole 
series of ghosts, all passing by the 
tavern in a fu neral procession.

Fourteen months of the operation 
of the state board of accounts has 
cost the state a total of $22,530.70, as 
Shown by figures compiled in the of­ 
fice of the auditor of state, for the 
expenditures to date. Of this amount 
$18,429.43 has been spent since the 
beginning of the present fiscal year, 
October I, 1909. 
There are no exact totals on the 
expense of examinations to counties, 
townships and cities or on the amount 
charged back to officials. 
It is said, 
however, that tile amount charged 
against officials as a result of exam­ 
inations is about twice as much as the 
total expenses of operating the law. 
Thus far, therefore, the public has 
gained greatly in a financial way un­ 
der the operation of the law, even 
after paying all expenses, including 
city, township and county expenses. 
Aside from salaries, the cost of 
postage has been the largest item of 
expense of the board’s operations. 
This class of supplies for the four­ 
teen months has cost $850, due to the 
large number of samples of form s sent 
out and to the transmission of re­ 
ports from the field examiners. 
Sal­ 
aries of chief and deputy examiners 
and clerical help in the office have 
averaged for the fourteen months 
from $900 to 1.200 a month.

Several romantic sug 
gestions have been advanced as to 
why the thread Is woven into

ropes, but the real reason is a simple 
and practical one. 
It simply means a sure way of iden­ 
tifying royal property, and if any rope 
with the red thread is found in unau­ 
thorised hands the presumption 
is 
that it was improperly taken. 
It Is 
forbidden that any rope manufactured 
for private use contain the red thread, 
in just the same way that »n the Uni­ 
ted States the manufacture of paper 
for private use containing bits of silk 
is forbidden.

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TEN IN PRONOUNCING MATCH 


Professional 
Men, Including Doctor«, 
Lawyers, Teacher and Preacher, 
In Novel Test. 


Ten professional men, including doc­ 
tors. lawyers, a teacher and a preach­ 
er, took part in a pronouncing match 
in a New York hall of the Young 
Men’s Christian association recently. 
Twenty-one words were written on 
the blackboard. 
The best man in the 
ten pronounced 12 words right, ac­ 
cording to accepted authority. 
The 
average number of errors was 11. 
Such are the perils and uncertainties 
of that which he are pleased to call 
our mother tongue. 
William Henry P. Phyfe having com­ 
piled a book of “7,000 Words Oft n 
Mispronounced,” found it easy in a 
later edition to increase the list to 
10,000. 
It Is not likely that even in 
the second effort he reached the final 
word, for decisions on disputed pro­ 
nunciations are chiefly arbitrary, and 
even presumptive autnorities take lit­ 
tle trouble to agree among 
them 
selves. 
Only one man In the Young Men s 
Christian association ten pronounced 
“harass” with the accent on the first 
syllable. 
He admitted that he was 
perhaps right by accident. 
The nine- 
to-one argument of educated usage 
Indicated here has not prevailed with 
the dlctionary-makera. 
It may catch 
up yet. There is the hopeful Instance 
of “squalor'' and “squalid.” 
Of these 
two words the latter is arbitrarily 
“squaw-lld,” as pronounced, while in 
the former the logical “squaw-lor” has 
been recognized only in modern times 
against the fixed “squay-lor" of earlier 
years. 
After all, the harmonizing of Eng­ 
lish pronunciations 
ts a 
m atter of 
some importance with the simplifying 
of spelling.
